Response to Amendment 



The rejection of claims 1-21 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sage, Jr. 6,436,476 B1 in view of Yamada et al, 4,427,482 is withdrawn in view of better 
prior art. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over WO 
02/42235 A2 (Flautt) in view of Yamada et al, 4,427,482 

Flautt teaches an epoxy urethane string binder comprising a reinforcing fiber 
having a chemical treatment applied thereto and method of making. See page 3. The 
chemical treatment comprises an emulsified epoxy resin, a polyurethane resin, at least 
one curing agent, a thickener, and water, as required by claim 1 and is dried as required 
by claim 2, further teaching the same type of epoxy and polyurethane as set forth by 
applicants in claims 6-7. See page 4. In addition, Flautt teaches that the curing agent 
can be mixed aromatic amine curing agent and a cyanoguanidine curing agent and that 
the thickener is an acrylic polymer, wherein each are of the same type contemplated by 
applicants in claims 3-4, 8-9. See page 5. Moreover, Flautt teaches that the reinforcing 
fibers form a strand (page 5) additionally teaching the formation of a mat and composite 
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comprising said mat, as required by claims 11-13, (page 3). Flautt is silent as to the 
incorporation of a filler. 

Yamada teaches the incorporation of filler materials such as calcium carbonate in 
compositions for coating reinforcing fibers to thicken the compositions and remove 
tackiness. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the composition of Flautt by including a filler such as 
calcium carbonate in order to reduce stickiness of the reinforcing fibers. The amount of 
filler would have been obvious to determine during routine experimentation in finding the 
optimum reduction of adherence of the coated fibers to processing equipment. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-21 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

No claims are allowed.
